tem pt to smile, as be felt the first kick; but 
the second shivered him. 
We tried to sell the 
rem ains to a m edical college, but they said 
they couldn't m ake any useof pulp.and we gave 
the basket to the glue factory. 
On the second day after “ the judge," as we 
U3ed to call bim, cam e up. 
He bad lieen 
hanging around for two years, and owing to 
bis bav.ng a wooden leg, we had been a little 
soft on bim —and be had come at last to think 
he owned the controlling interest in the es­ 
tablishm ent.

C u re o f G r in d s to n e s . 


G reat care should be observed in using a 
grindstone, as there is probably no imple­ 
ment in the m achine shop or factory which 
pays b etter for the care bestowed ui>ob it.— 
The following hints “ how to use a g rin d ­ 
stone” m ay be serviceable to those having oc­ 
casion for their use. 
D on't waste the stone 
by running it in w ater, but if run, don’t allow 
it to stand in w ater when not in use, as this 
will cause a soft place; 2nd, wet the stone by 
dropping w ater on it from a pot, suspended 
above the stone, and stop oil when not in use; 
Sd, don’t allow th e stone to g et out of order, 
but keep it perfectly round by the use of a 
piece of gas-pipe or a hacher; 4th, clean off 
all greasy tools before sharpening, as grease 


or oil destroys the g r i t ; 5th, observe, when 
yon get a stone th a t suits your purpose, send 
a half sam ple of the g rit to the dealer to se­ 
lect by, as it can be sent In your letter by

Ellenville Glass Works and their labor­ 
ers bare bud a falling out, and forsomo weeks 
a c D rovers)’ in regard to it 
has beeu run­ 
ning through the village papers. We have not 
followed the dispute, and so do not know iu 
m u lti; but in g ancing over the letter of th* 


General Manager, Jacob Hormone*, we find a 
vein of good common sense that runs above 
tho mere local dispute aud is a contribution 
toward the settlement of the greater battle in 
which Hie forces of labor and capita! the 
world over are being arrayed. 
Mr. Ilerm aneeBurna up tho cuibo of tho ill 
temper and unreasonableness of Hie workmen 
in one idea, which lie finds expressed in these 
three phrases—“ If they have a per cent, less 
we are willing to work for Hie same. 
We will 
work as cheap us the blowers.” 
“ We think 
we are deserving of as good wages as other 
workmen In the country.” And Mr. H. con 
eludes that “ tho mistaken Idea of having the 
same wages of somebody else, in some otiier 
part of the country, or not work at all, is at 
the bottom of this and similar trouble.” Quot­ 
ing Dr. John nail's illustration, ofthe mechan­ 
ic who begged him for u half dollar, while ad­ 
mitting ho would not work at a cent less than 
five dollars a day, Mr. II. s ays, “ If the mer 
chant cannot get one dollar profit, ho will 
take eighty cents; and if he caiiuot get that 
he will gladly accept still lefs, rather than uot 
to sell. 
Ile will not refuse att profit because 
he cauuot get as much as sumo merchant in 
Rrooklyn, Philadelphia, or somo other place 
is getting.” 
We encountered u cascol the same kind a 
few days ago; a tram p compositor begging of 
us we gave bim ail order on a restaurant for a 
warm meal; he took the meal, and while cat­ 
ing it he told the proprietor lie would rather 
have begged or stolen than work an hour for 
less than “ Union prices.’’ 
The comparison with the merchants' treat­ 
ment of a limited demand strikes us as worthy 
the attention of workingmen; but especially 
so is the claim that wages should lie more lo­ 
calized than they are. There arc certain Jar: 
branches or industry whose products go to u 
common market, thereby af!feting labor iii 
all parts where those products are made. Rut 
it will be a rare instances where there is not 
some local influence that allods Hie relative 
ralue of tho wages to the laborer. 
Thus lf tho 
glass-blower of Ellenville demands tho game 
motley wages as his fellow who works in 
Rrooklyn. ho in reality demands as much more 
as the Brooklyn workman bas lo pay more 
than he for rent, table expenses, schooling for 
Ids children, and the other necessaries of lire. 
Then there aro a hundred other differences 
iii locality of which tho workingman tikes no 
account, bul which so decidedly call for a dif­ 
ference in the price of labor that the employer 
must regard them or go out of business, per­ 
haps at tho loss to himself of Hic capital in­ 
vested iu buildings of but little value for other 
business. 
Just tills happened in Ellenville, 
If we understand Hie facts tho company stop­ 
ped work because it couldn't make any money 
on Hie prices demand* I by th.’ workmen, 
wliote action in tbu3 demanding a whole loaf 
prevented their receiving even a crust. 
■ T h e true way out of ail this complication 
and the most direct toward convincing the la­ 
borer of fie relation between himself, bis 
work, and the locality Influences upon Its 
value, is found in co-operation, whereby labor 
aud capital are welded together In a relation 
so cin e that every influence affects each part*! 
lier alike anti iu exact proportion to tho money 
or labor invested.

Newton, played a sharp trick many years ago 
—about 1842—in “People’s Line "stock, that 
acted os nn eye-opener to somo of their ac­ 
quaintances who had previously imagined that 
such pillars of the Methodist and Baptist 
churches could be nothin, less (hail square in 
their dealings. 
The bushiest of the “People’s 
Line” was rapidly increasing on the Hudson, 
and its old boats, Utica anil North America, 
were getting a little old, as tho Troy line were 
getting out the Empire and Swallow, two rap­ 
id and|inagniflceut boats. 
So Drew aud New­ 
ton conceived the Idea of getting some of tbe 
Albany and other up-the-river merchants to 
unite with them, and take stock enough to eu- 
able the company to build two magnificent 
new steamers. 
By showing the profits real­ 
ized by tbe old boats, which were enormous 
for those days, they bad little difficulty iu get­ 
ting quite a number of ten-thousand-dollar 
men, with Tom Schuyler at their bead. 
Two 
floating palaces were put on tbe river the next 
spring, and ran crowded ail the season. 
The 
business was immense. 
Tho new stockhold­ 
ers were in high glee. 
The new boats had re­ 
imbursed in a single season. 
The praises of 
tbe skillful management of Drew and Newton 
were of Hie most laudatory character. 
Tbe annual meeting was held, and the re­ 
port of tbe managers was most gratifying.— 
A very large cash dividend was expected. 
Finally a new stockholder moved that the 
profits be divided. 
Uncle Daniel objected 
that such a proceeding would bo highly im­ 
proper antecedent to the taking of an account 
of the stock on bank, and bt* moved that in 
order to ascertain tbe cash value of the com­ 
pany’s boats they Bbould be put up at traction 
to Hie highest bidder, terms cash. 
The small 
fry objected to this as unnecessary. 
The 
company wanted the boats to use the next 
season. 
There was no use iu selling. 
But as 
Drew and Newton beld the majority of the 
stock, Mr. Drew’s motion was carried. 
The 
new boats were put up first, aud Drew bid 
in one at his own price, and Newton tho 
other. 
They were tbe only parties present

Natural Justice. 
There is no such thing as natural justice. 
Might, not right, is the fundamental law of 
this universe. The less is always conquered 
by the greater, the big consume the little, life 
in one form is destroyed to perpetuate life in 
another form. The operations of nature are 
harsh, inexorable, merciless. Nowhere do we 
find in any practical form the presence of the 
priusiple which we describe a. au equal right 
between different individuals to life, liberty 
and happiness. If we derive oar ideas of 
riglu and wrong from certain implanted in­ 
stincts, we certainly do not find their verifica­ 
tion in any of the aspects of untamed nature. 
So far as our observation goes, justice has no 
existence at all, save as ail iutellectual per­ 
ception of cultivated man—it is uot a law of 
nature, but a sublime conception of civiliza­ 
tion. But, while justice is thus a flower gen­ 
erated in tbe soil of culture, from which it ea­ 
ters into our statutes and forms of law, and 
Is thus enforced ujton society, it.will be found, 
we think, after full Inquiry, that all these laws 
are founded upon the natural injustice of brute 
force—of simple might. After all, has our 
Christian civilization really changed things so 
much ? Out among the animals and fish, the 
big consume the little, the strong absorb the 
weak, the le33er gorge tbe greater. How ¡3 
it iu society? That centralization of power 
once manifested in feudal barons is now obvi­ 
ous iu feudal bankers. Trade now ¡3 what 
military prowess once was: it builds up mighty 
a rendes and places them in tbe bands of the 
few. The Rothschilds and Vanderbilts substi­ 
tute tbe Warwicks and Percys. Reformers 
must place their hopes on some more solid 
theory tbau the teachings of nature. 


Soap E nough. 
The Iudians are dirty dogs by uatare and 
education. Aker the trouble we have had 
with them since the landing of the Pilgrims, 
after ail we have done and sacrificed on their 
account, it is with inexpressible pain that we 
behold them slid attached to their filthy and 
vagabond habit3 and ways. We have tried to 
persuade the Sioux, tbeYanktons, the Hantees 
and all tbe rest to wash their copper face3, 
semi-occasionally, but to no purpose. When 
the last screecbiug rascal of them all has been 
laid up in his tree to dry, let no vinegar-heart­ 
ed historian say that Uncle Sam did not do 
b¡3 duty. “ Let, facts be submitted to a can­ 
did world.” One item in tbe Indian contracts 
fur the fiscal year is this—“ Soap for Indian 
services $6,431.” Now, if those infernal sav­ 
ages chose to carry three coats apiece of terri­ 
torial soil on their faces, besides a jacket or 
two of red paint, in Heaven’s name who is to 
blame for it ? Hero is a charge for soap 
enuugh to suds every warrior from the Colum­ 
bia to the Rio Graude, besides squaws aud pap- 
poo3e3. And that soap wa3 ‘ ‘ Colgate’s sweetest 
Cashmere bouquet” at that. We distributed 
among the uaeleanscd barbarians red flannel 
•hlrts to the value of $24,161 ;and butcher knifes 
to the geutio melody of $3,1C9. And yet they 
go dirty, ungrateful and ridiculously lll-Uress- 
edt There is every reason to believe these 
goods were handed over to Lo; because if they 
hadn’t been would Hon, Granville M. Dodge 
have drawn bis money for them under his con­ 
tract ? Who will be so bold as to assert a3 
much? Is there nothing in “ Hon. ?’’ T obe 
•are; but the Parish Clerk says in one of 
Dickens’ stories, “ Boys are naturally wicious." 
So are Indians. 


Localized W ages. 
The Ellenville Glass Works and their labor­ 
ers hare had a falling out, and forsomo week3 
a c n roversy in regard to it has been run­ 
ning through the village papers. We have not 
followed the dispute, and so do not know its 
merits; but in gracing over the letter of the 


General Manager, Jacob Hermanee, we find a 
vein of good common sense that runs above 
Ihc mere local dispute and is a contribution 
toward the settlement of the greater battle in 
which the forces of labor and capital tbe 
world over are being arrayed. 
Mr. nermance sums up the cause of the ill- 
temper and unreasonableness of the workmen 
in one Idea, which be finds expressed in these 
three phrases—"If they have a per cent, less 
we are willing to work for the same. We will 
work as cheap as the blowers." “ We think 
we are deserving of as good wages a3 other 
workmen In the country.” And Mr. H. con­ 
cludes that “ the mistaken Idea of having the 
same wages oí somebody else, in some other 
part of the country, or not work at all, is at 
the bottom of this and similar trouble.” Quot­ 
ing Dr. John Hall’s illustration, ofthe mechan­ 
ic who begged him for a half dollar, while ad­ 
mitting he would uot work at a cent less than 
five dollars a day, Mr. II. says, “ If the mer­ 
chant cannot get one dollar profit, ho will 
take eighty cents; aud if lie canuot get that 
he will gladly accept still less, rather than uot 
to sell, lie will not refuse all profit because 
he canuot get as much as some merchant in 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia, or somo oilier place 
Í3 getting.” 
We encountered a case of the same kind a 
few days ago; a tramp compositor begging of 
us wc gave him an order on a restaurant for a 
warm meal; he took the meal, and while eat­ 
ing it he told the proprietor he would rather 
have begged or stolen than work an hour for 
less than “ Uuion prices.” 
The comparison with the merchants’ treat­ 
ment of a limited demand strikes us as worthy 
the attention of workingmen; but especially 
so is the claim that wages should lio moro lo­ 
calized than they are. There are certain large 
branches of industry whose products go to a 
common market, thereby affecting labor in 
all part3 where these products are made. But 
it will be a rare instauce where there is not 
some local influence that affects the relative 
value of the wages to the laborer. Thus if tbe 
glass-blower of Ellenville demands the same 
money wages as his fellow who works in 
Brooklyn, he in reality demands a3 much more 
as the Brooklyn workman has to pay more 
than lie for rent, table expenses, schooling for 
his children, and tbe other necessaries of life. 
Then there are a hundred other differences 
in locality of which the workingman takes no 
account, but which so decidedly call for a dif­ 
ference in the price of labor that the employer 
must regard them or go out of business, per­ 
haps at the los3 to himself of the capital in­ 
vested in buildings of but little value for other 
business. Just this happened in Ellenville.— 
If we understand Uie facts the company stop­ 
ped work because it couldn’t make any money 
on the prices demande 1 by the workmen, 
whose action in thus demanding a whole loaf 
prevented their receiving even a crust. 
The true way out of all this complication 
and the most direct toward convincing the la­ 
borer of the relation between himself, bis 
work, and the locality influences upon its 
value, is found in co-operation, whereby labor 
aud capital are welded together in a relation 
so close that every influence affects each part­ 
ner alike and iu exact proportion to the money 
or labor invested.

A PEACEFUL CITIZEN S1IOT RV A 
POLICEMAN. 
Officers on a. DrunUeu Spree. 
Neiv York, Feb. 23.—Micbael McNamara, 
who was shot on Sunday morning by officer 
Leah}-, died this evening at six o'clock. Mc­ 
Namara’s wife gives tbe following account of 
the affair: Tho first we beard was a banging 
and kicking at the door, which woke us all up. 
My husband jumped out of bed and thinking 
they were burglars, seized up the fire shovel 
and ran towards the door. A panel was just 
then kicked in aud a man thrust in his band 
and was trying lo open the lock, when my 
husband hit him ou the hand with the 
shovel. Immediately a pistol was fired 
and the door burst open. 
Eight men 
rushed in and said they were officers. This 
was the fii3t time they said anything of their 
being policemen. Then they found my hus­ 
band was shot and took him away quickly 
and told me not to say anything about it. 
Some one proposed to bring my husband to 
the Twentieth Precinct and get a doctor, but 
one of the men said, with an oath, “ Oh no ! 
uot there.” Several persons who wareattract- 
e 1 by the disturbance say the detectives were 
drunk and that even with the wounded man 
in a carriage on the way to Bellevue Hospital 
they halted and had several drinks in saloons. 


THE INDIAN OUTRAGES. 
A Soldier’s Opinion of flic Savage*. 
Washington, Feb. 23.—Col. John E. Smith, 
14th Infantry, reporting officially from Fort 
Laramie the recent Indian outrages in that 
section, concludes: 
“ The Indications for some time have been 
that the Indians would be troublesome. To 
what extent it is impassible to foresee. I have 
no confidence in them. They may to some 
extent remain quiet so long as their demands 
are acceded to and they are not molested 
whilst committing depredations on stock or 
killing people. If we should kill a few of 
them or send troops to their agencies, in my 
opiuion it would be well to preparo for au In­ 
dian war. I understand the agents require 
troops to be stationed permanently at the 
agencies, where there are no conveniences for 
quartering cr subsisting troops. 
Cavalry 
would be very expensive to subsist there. If 
the agents must have troops it would be bet­ 
ter to establish a large post at some point on 
the Niobrarah River, suitable an I of easy ac­ 
cess to both agencies.” 
THE GENERALS AT THE FRONT. 
Cheyenne, Feb. 23.—Generals Sheridan aud 
Ord reached Fort Laramie in safety tills 
morning. General Baker, the noted Indian 
tighter, arrived here yesterday and left for the 
front to-day.

FISHERMEN IN FERIE. 
Three Hundred Men Adrift on Float» 
in ? Ice. 
Detroit, Feb. 23.—The heavy wind to-day 
drove the ice Irom the mouth of Saginaw Riv­ 
er into the Bay. It is reported that about 
three hundred fishermen are on the floating 
ice, and at last accounts they were live miles 
from land. Great fears are entertained that 
the ice will break up before the men can be 
rescued and that a fearful disaster will re­ 
sult. 
Bay City, Mich., Feb. 23.—Reports from 
Sebewaing say fifty of the fishermen from the 
drifting ice in Saginaw Bay landed there. Re­ 
ports from other point3 say about two hun­ 
dred have escaped. Only two, named II. J. 
Smith aud John Puurrier of Banks, are posi­ 
tively known to be drowned, though one hun­ 
dred are jet unaccounted for. On the ice 
with the fishermen were several teams and 
sleighs. The men are well supplied with 
shanties, food and fuel. They had drifted 
several miles northeast, when a strong south­ 
west wind shifting to the westward drifted the 
ice towards the east shore of the hay.

H ow lUncle Ilanlel Operated in Hi* 
E arly Days. 
Daniel Drew and his old partner, Isaac 
Newton, played a sharp trick many year3 ago 
—about 1842—in “People’s Line" stock, that 
acted as an eye-opener to somo of their ac­ 
quaintances who had previously imagined that 
such pillars of tlie Methodist and Baptist 
churches could be nothin.; less than square in 
their dealings. Tlie business of the “People's 
Line” was rapidly increasing on the Hudson, 
and its old boats, Utica and North America, 
were getting a little old, as the Troy line wero 
getting out the Empire and Swallow, two rap­ 
id and|magnificeut boats. So Drew and New­ 
ton conceived the Idea of getting some of the 
Albany and other up-tbe-river merchants to 
unite with them, aud take stock enough to en­ 
able tbe company to build two magnificent 
new steamers. By showing the profits real­ 
ized by tbe old boats, which were enormous 
for those days, they had little difficulty in get­ 
ting quite a number of ten-thousand-doilar 
men, with Tom Schuyler at their head. 
Two 
floating palaces were put on the river the next 
spring, and ran crowded all the season. The 
business was immense. The new stockhold­ 
ers were in high glee. The new boats bad re­ 
imbursed in a single season. The praises of 
the skillful management of Drew and Newton 
were of the most laudatory character. 
The annual meeting was held, and the re­ 
port of the managers was most gratifying.— 
A very large cash dividend was expected. 
Finally a new stockholder moved that the 
profits be divided. 
Uncle Daniel objected 
that such a proceeding would bo highly im­ 
proper antecedent to the taking of an account 
of the stock on bank, and he moved that in 
order to ascertain the cash value of the com­ 
pany’s boats they should be put up at auction 
to the highest bidder, terms cash. The small 
fry objected to this a3 unnecessary. 
The 
company wanted the boats to use the next 
season. There was no use in selling. But as 
Drew and Newton held the majority of the 
stock, Mr. Drew’s motion was carried. The 
new boats were put up first, aud Drew bid 
in one at his own price, and Newton the 
other. They were the only parties preseut 


who could command the cash requisite to 
make the purchase. Having the custody of 
all the company’s money, they wero able to 
plank clown the amouut of their bide. The 
whole property of the company gold at nomi­ 
nal prices, these sharks taking what was de­ 
sirable and letting the balauce go to outsiders. 
When tbe sale was over the pool was found to 
realize only just enough to pay the company’s 
bills, Drew and Newton being the largest cred­ 
itors next to the contractors who built the 
new boats and engines. There was much tall 
swearing iu tlioso days,and tearing of hair and 
stamping of feet, nDtl gnashing of teeth and 
vows of vengeance—but thero were no divi­ 
dends, and the affalr3 of that company were 
closed. 
Schuyler attempted vengeance by building 
tbe Kip Van Winkle, a gay aud swift little 
steamer, which he ran in opposition to Drew 
and Newton as long as lie lived. But the

Tiiia was thirty jears 
ago, aud most of his river compeers have 
passed away; but ho lias graduated front 
steamboating into railroading, in which lie ¡3 
now well up the senior class. It is “nip and 
tnck” whether he or Vanderbilt will tako the 
valedictory honors. 


I'riccs for H avana Uigurs. 
Smokers may well be discouraged under the 
recent advance in tlie. prices of imported ci­ 
gars, which have gone up at Havana within a 
lew weeks, from $20 to $10 per thousand, 
gold; but whether these high prices will cause 
any material diminution in consumption, is a 
question of some doubt. The principal rea 
soil assigned for this important advance is 
the fact that the consumption of tobacco has 
increased in every part of the world, while the 
production remained about the same. The de­ 
mand has consequently run ahead of the sup­ 
ply. The price of Havana cigars is also af­ 
fected by the late issue of paper currency in 
Cuba, and the fluctuation of values has become 
so violent that the manufacturers have decid­ 
ed to make all future sales on a gold basis.— 
The trade in domestic cigars in this country 
will probably be increased by the advance. 
The average cost in Havana of cigars 
imported 
from there into the United 
States in 1850 was $16 per thousand, 
and in 1865 $19 per thousand; iu 1860 $24 
per thousand; in 1865 (importationslight this 
year), $32 per thousand; in 1870 S34 per 
thousand; and for the fiscal year ending Juue 
20, 1873, over $10 per thousand.

The court was opened at four o’clock Mon­ 
day afternoon, tho Referee, Eseck Cowen, Esq., 
and counsel being present.

Tho first witness .was Marla* Schoonma- 
ker, who was examined by the counsel for the 
jcouuty. 
Mr. Scboonmaker testified as fol­ 
lows: Nothing further has b#0D paid on the 
ltcbflelil draft; I understand ODO of that finn 
a3 gone into bankruptcy; I received a list of 
is creditors; I commenced a suit against 
iVm. B. Litchfield; ail answer was put in,and 
lie suit is now pending; I sued in my own 
name. 
(A large number of judgments dock­ 
eted in the Ulster County Clerk’s office were 
bere put Iii evidence.) 
A long examination 
was then bad iii regard to the testimony given 
by Mr. ScJioonmaker in tho case of charles .4. 
Fowler agst. Hiram ll. Gale et al., where ho 
swore $25 a day was a fair compensation for 
an attorney’s services when called from his 
office. 
This testimony was given in August, 
1870. 
Witness further testifted: I friqucntly act 
as referee, in which cases I seldom calculate 
compensation by the day; generally lump it; 
generally estimate it from $15 to $20 per day, 
depending upon the Importance of the case; 
don’t think I have charged more than $25 per 
day for Hie last five years as referee. 
IC-Dircct—Don't remember the precise day 
I took draft from Litchfield#; I regard tho 
questions involved in the Preston case as sim­ 
ple; the suit which I was ^connected with in­ 
volved some $250,000 to $300,000.

Litchfield 
was tile contractor of the It. A I). It. R .; E 
B. an I K. C. Litchfield were brok tx in New 
York; don’t know whether tlieydault in stocks 
or not; Wm. B. Litchfield's name was not on 
draft us drawer, drawee, acceptor or any oth 
cr way. 
Re-Direct—1One reason I did not consult 
with any Supervisor was because they had dis 
charged me as counsel. 
Before consenting to 
take the Litchfield#’ acceptance I heard their 
responsibility spoken of by different parties 
among others the President of the railroad 
General George ll.

The ice on the river at this point, and to as 
far south as two miles above Newburgh, is so 
weak as to amount to nothing but a honey­ 
combed skim, and if tho present mild weather 
continues for a day or two longer it will be 
broken up and drift away. 
Iii Newburgh 
Bay and through tho Highlands tile ice is all 
adrift, and though tho floating masses are 
large they are very thin, and oiler no serious 
obstacle to navigation between Newburgh 
and New York. 
The ferry-boat between Fish­ 
kill and Newburgh is running regularly with­ 
out encountering any difficulty, as is also the 
boat at Poughkeepsie. 
Every indication now 
points to an unusually early resumption of 
navigation, aud steamboat men are pressing 
forward the work of getting their boats in or­ 
der for the season’s work with great vigor. 
The ferry-boat between this city and Rblne- 
clift makes lier regular trips without difficulty. 
All crossing tho river by teams on the ice ut 
points north of thi3 city has ceased and even 
crossing by foot passengers is not considered 
safe. 
It is reported that freight boats to and

iu the clothing, victuals and even in the water 
pitchers, to thejgreat annoyance and tribula­ 
tion of plaintiff, and to her exceeding great 
damage. 
The defendant, Margaret, said she had only 
swept the cockroaches ofl her own stoop as 
she would sweep anything else. 
Besides thi 
testimony given by Margaret, Charles Riggiu 
was put upon the stand, who testified h 
wouldn’t believe the plaintiff under oath, to 
cau3e she once swore that, a goat had eat 
thirty of her citrons. 
Riggins said a goft 
couldn't eat one citron, much less thirty, apd 
h# knew the woman didn’t tell the truth. 
Riggins further testified be had heard Mary 
swear a goat had eaten up a pickct-fence, and 
a door that C03t $3, which in his mind was 
conclusive she couldn’t be believed under oath, 
even when judging her by the Eddyville rule of 
prevarication.

Re-Direct—Don’t remember the precise day 
I took draft from Litchfields; I regard tho 
questions involved iu the Preston case as sim­ 
ple; the suit which I wa3 [connected with in­ 
volved some $250,000 to $300,000. 
When I 
took the acceptance of Litchfields I did not 
know there ¡wore any juiigmenta'againsU.hem; 
there were none at that time; they were re­ 
puted to be very wealthy, and I so believed 
them; don’t regard one’s services as referee 
as of equal value with his services as an at­ 
torney and counsellor. 
Re-Cross -Exa m i nation—Before I took the 
draft I did not cousull with any member of 
the Board or advise with them ; had no spec­ 
ial authority, unless my authority a3 counsel 
gave it to me; I ¡thought Win. B. Litchfield 
was the contractor of the II. & O. R. I t.; E. 
B. and E. C. Litchfield were brok >rs iu New 
York; don’t know whether they dealt in stocks 
or not; Wot. B. Litchfield’s name was not on 
draft as drawer, drawee, acceptor or any oth­ 
er way. 
Re-Direct—One reason I did not consult 
with any Supervisor was because they had dis­ 
charged me as counsel. 
Before consenting to 
take the Litchfields’ acceptance I heard their 
responsibility spoken of by different parties, 
among others the President of the railroad, 
General George II. Sharpe; he wa3 a man do­ 
ing business in New York; beard Sharpe 
speak of their responsibility being undoubted, 
and they had a'largs amount, of real estate in 
Brooklyn. 
Don’t know that he said the poor­ 
est was worth four million dollars; didn’t hear 
Major Cornell say anything about their re­ 
sponsibility; first had’reason to doubt their 
responsibility at the time of the crash last fall. 
Re-Cross-Ex im ination—The 
note I ex­ 
changed for the draft was the note for the 
company, endorsed by the Litchfields, if I re­ 
collect aright. 
The draft was given on time. 
Cooper made the exchange of the Hermanee 
note (which I never saw) for the company’s 
note. 
I will uot say he did it at my request 
or advice. 
There were.no, collaterals to the 
Hermanee note, but there were to the Long­ 
year note. 
The suit against W. B. Litchfield 
was to recover the same indebtedness for 
which the draft was given, on the theory that 
the draft did not operate as payment. 
Adjourned to this morning at 9 o’clock.

F o r l l i . 
The Rev. Mr. Vandevere, In his sermon on 
Sunday evening on the command in the Dec­ 
alogue, “ Thou shalt not steal,” made thiugs 
lively for that piece which one Thomas Jefler- 
sou wrote, yclept “ The Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence.” Not that the I), of I. has any­ 
thing to ilo with kleptomania in particular; 
but because Mr. Vandevere, being a good 
shot, and seeing, metaphorically, that Revolu­ 
tionary bird flying over his head, thought he 
would fire at it, and blazed away. 
But we 
fear the powder was wasted. 
There was a 
loud report; yet the old bird sailed away on 
its strong pinions without much trouble. 
T. 
Jeflerson was a good writer, and, we have no 
doubt, was very careful in making the grand 
old Declaration of Independence. 
VYo think 
Mr. Vandevere has misinterpreted him. When 
T. J. said that “ all men are born free and 
equal ” he did not mean that all men are free 
and equal, and when he wrote that all men are 
“ entitled to the rights of fife, liberty and the 
the pursuit of happiness,” lie did not sus­ 
pect lie would be interpreted to include out­ 
laws or felons. 
If a man asserts a broad and 
general 
principle, 
it 
should 
be 
broadly 
and 
liberally construed. 
Mr. 
Vaudevere 
said 
in 
substance 
that 
had 
we ad­ 
hered 
to 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Inde­ 
pendence we should 
not 
have shot a 
rebel. 
Quite likely; but our brilliant young 
preacher must know that the best statesmen 
before the war could find no sound argument 
against peaceable secession, if such a course 
were decided upon by a fair vote of the whole 
people of the south. 
The south did not so se­ 
cede; but appealed to arms, and became 
traitors and rebels by firing upon Sumter. 
Therefore, the question of secession having 
been settled by force, any attem pt at seces­ 
sion hereafter would be an appeal to force. 
Few wiil dispute that, under the Declaration 
of Independence, secession w js a right; but 
the fact of the war annuls that right forever. 
Mr. Vandevere drew a gloomy picture of 
the general corruption of the time. 
We pre­ 
sume he intended that this should apply more 
particularly to political dishonesty; but we 
are inclined to believe, that however much, in 
certain localities, politics are debased, the 
honest politicians are not all dead yet, anil will 
assert themselves. 
Among business men, we 
believe there i3 comparatively but little dis­ 
honesty. 
It does not pay. 
No man succeeds 
in the long run if he is a cheat, 
líe is usual­ 
ly soon found out, and is shunned as though he 
were a cobra. 
No man can do a large busi­ 
ness successfully whose word is not as good 
as his bond, and it is generally, if not univer­ 
sally, (rue, that it is safe to trust to the honor of 
business men. 
Mr. Vandevere in bis opening prayer re­ 
cognized a fact which should always be yet 
seldom is thought of by all citizens, and that is 
that our republic is founded on the same truth 
that Christianity is founded on. 
We should 
have a better state of affairs generally if this 
were pondered and laid to heart more. 
Mr. Vandevere’3 discourse was a very able 
one, and one that would be a credit to any 
preacher of the Gospel in the land. 
We 
know it will do good, and that the errors we 
have pointed out were due more to misinter­ 
pretation and oversight than to any lack of 
judgment.
